Proportional Representation. — 
Under the Methods of election used 
in this country."the representation 
of the largest partv is usually ex¬ 
aggerated. while the smaller par¬ 
ties arc entirely unrepresented. 
There are several pro|x*sed plans 
by which the representation of the 
various parties can be made ap¬ 
proximately proportional to their 
popular strength. Some of thc-c 
methods arc so complex a- to intro¬ 
duce evils worse than that which 
they are designed to remedy, hut 
there are 011c or two schemes- which 
are comparative! 1 simple. These 
methods arc used in tiarliamcntarv 
elections in Sweden. Finland. Bel¬ 
gium and Japan and in local elec¬ 
tions in -ome other countries. 

Referendum. Initiative and Re¬ 
call.— Perhaps more important than 
proixirtionaie representation i- the 
popular control of representative- 
after their election: This can be ef 
fccted bv certain mcllwds worked 
out. especially in Switzerland, but 
used to a greater or less cm. '.t in 
several other countries and in sev¬ 
eral American states. 

The referendum plan is a pro¬ 
vision br which a certain fixed 
number as propozlio#of voters can. 
by signing a petition to a certain 
form, compel the submission to 


popular vote of any measure enact¬ 
ed by the legislative body. 

The initiative plan enables a cer¬ 
tain number or proportion of the 
voters, bv a similar procedure, to 
bring a definite measure liefore the 
legislative body. which must then 
either enact it into law-or else suls- 
mit it to popular vote. This differs 
from the referendum in that it pro¬ 
vide- for positive a> well a- nega¬ 
tive legislation by the electorate 
directly. 

The recall plan enable- a certain 
qumber or pro|iurtion of the voters 
to compel a -peeial election, during 
the term of office of a given rep 
rcscniativc. to determine whether 
he -hall continue to -ervr till tlie 
end of the term for which he wa- 
originally elected, or whether he 
shall give place to -ome other per; 
son nominated for the purpose in 
connection with 'the recall petition. 
Thi- may be applied to any elective 
officials, not only to legislator-. Tbe 
longer the term oi office the greater 
is the need for such a power of re¬ 
call. 

It is obvious that none of these 
three methods should be too freely 
nsed, lest they resuh in wearying 
the electorate and enabling an ac¬ 
tive minority to obstruct the will of 
the majori ty.

Senator Gaylord .introduced, at the last gessiou of the Wisconsin 
legislature, a resolution, in the form of a petition to congress, ask¬ 
ing for immediate action to re! : cve the unemployment. problem in 
this country. 

Of course, the resolution was killed. The Republicans didn't 
want to know anything about it, for fear they might “recognize So¬ 
cialism"—and tbe Democrats followed suit. 

In searching for data on the subject, so as to present the argu¬ 
ment as fully as possible. Senator Gaylord found a surprising scarci¬ 
ty of material available on American conditions. He began to start 
inquiries in every direction, however, and replies began to come in. 

Meanwhile the Senator was invited to debate the subject of 
•'Unemployment and Socialism as Its Remedy” with Tohn Basil Barn¬ 
hill. Mr. karnhill did not know much about uncmplojment, or So¬ 
cialism, either, but the debate gave Comrade Gaylord occasion to 
probe deeper into the question. * 

Finding such a scarcity of information on the subject, and no 
^Socialist book or pamphlet bearing directly upon it in detail, he de¬ 
cided to give the American comrades the immediate use of what 
material he had already securcd—mcanwhile continuing hia investi¬ 
gations. 

The forty pages of this pamphlet are packed with informa¬ 
tion, gathered from state and national bureaus of labor, foreign 
report*, and such facts as could be secured from American labor 
organizations.
